Following  the  Onnnrn  raid  and  Ihr  death  of  Hrnry  Baker, 
(hr  tchooi  »•»  moved  to  a  point  near  (hr  Stony  Crrrk 
bridge  rear  Marilnion.  The  tchooi  (rrm  -a*  nr.er  o»er 
(hrr.  or  four  month*  u  •  u  a  1 1  y  held  during  the  rummer. 
The  irachrr*  wrrr  local  cltlarn*.  and  Ihr  qualifications 
were  that  they  could  “read,  wntr.  and  be  able  to  cipher" 
s-d  "be  rrtprctrd  cittarn*  of  good  moral  character" 
Thor  Ir  ache  r  •  wrrr  paid  (he  equivalent  of  flit  or  ten 
dollar*  a  month  In  fur*  or  grain  and  were  boarded  by  Ihr 
patron*. 

vomc  of  ike  early  teacher*  were  I*aa<  Moore  and  Samuel 
fl  .*»ard.  Isaac  Moore  wa*  one  of  the  (lr*t  teacher*  (o 
advocate  (hr  tiler!  method  of  study  In  contrast  to  st  udying 
aloud. 

Aoo  it  1990  a  school  was  r  ttab.tthed  in  •  ore  room  building 
In  Price  Hollow  Mtrllnton.  The  land  w*a  given  by 
Andrew  McLaughlin  and  It  wa*  oiled  the  Marlin  Bottom 
School.  Everything  w*»  ttughi  from  flr*t  grade  to  college 
work. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  of  early  teacher*  wa*  Charles 
Coohoi  Boston,  who  wa*  a  graduate  of  Brown  University. 
He  came  South  during  the  Civ  tl  War  and  alter  the  war 
•  c  tiled  near  Edray.  Dr.  Cook  taught  tchooi  for  about 
twenty  year*.  The  story  I*  told  of  him  that  upon  on* 
OC  <  a  •  Ion  (hey  were  having  a  community  meeting  ar.d  a 
"q.ettion  box  "  was  being  conducted.  The  idea  wa*  that 
certain^  .evttont  should  be  asked  and  someone  called  up¬ 
on  to  answer  the  q-.cttlon  with  *  speech.  Dr.  Cook,  drew 
thequevtion  What  can  be  do-r  to  improve  thi*  communi¬ 
ty?".  He  arose  and  aaid.  "Eight  or  ten  first  class  funer¬ 
als".  and  sat  down.  Neediest  to  say,  the  masting  broke 
up. 

Mist  Anns  Wallace  ran  a  private  tchooi  about  1Mb. 

The  old  school  house  ••*  given  to  the  colored  people 
soon  after  the  Court  House  was  moved  to  Maritnton. 

The  new  two  room  school  house  was  built  on  the  banks  of 
Knapp*  Creek  near  the  present  site  of  the  Methodist 
Church.  The  building  it  still  standing  and  la  now  uaed  at 
an  apartment  house  .  It  was  used  **  s  school  house  for 
about  fifteen  years. 

In  1  SbO -91  A.  M.  Byrd  of  Virginia  established  a  school  to 
teach  more  advanced  subjects  (o  boy*  and  girls.  The 
following  year  he  reorganised  U  into  a  military  school 
for  boys,  which  ran  for  about  two  year*.  The  boys  wore 
Confederate  grey  unlforma  and  drilled  with  old  discarded 
army  musket*.  The  school  was  held  In  the  Harlow  Waugh 
building  on  Main  Street  near  the  river  bridge. 


In  1406  while  Andrew  Price  was  president  of  the  Board 
of  Education  the  present  brick  building  was  erected  at  t 
<0*1  of  about  ten  thousand  dollar*.  The  cittern*  voted 
for  an  eight  month*  school  In  this  building. 

ll  we*  over  one  hundred  and  twenty  years  from  the  time 
Henry  Baker  taught  the  first  school  until  Mr.  L.  W.  Burn* 
established  (he  first  high  school  In  Msrllnton  in  ike  fall 
of  1407. 

At  first  Ike  school  offered  *  two  year  course,  and  II  wa* 
taught  in  the  auditorium  of  ihr  grade  school.  The  course* 
taught  were  entirely  College  preparatory. 

During  the  first  five  year*  of  It*  existence  the  term  of  the 
high  school  was  eight  months,  and  since  that  time  It  has 
been  for  nine  month  terms. 

Prior  to  141  b  two  i  lasses  had  been  graduated  from  the 
high  school,  one  at  the  completion  of  a  two  year  course  - 
•  the  ocher  at  the  completion  of  a  three  year  course, 

In  1411  Mr.  Burn*  resigned  and  Mr.  A.  D.  Given*  of 
Parkersburg  served  for  on*  year.  He  was  succeeded  by 

M .  C.  B.  Cornwell. 

In  1414  Mr.  T .  M .  Martin  became  the  new  principal. 
Starting  this  year  the  high  school  was  organised  at  a  four 
year  high  school. 

In  14!o  Mies  Mtnnt*  Ian*  Merrolls  became  the  flrat 
woman  prteclps.  of  the  high  school. 

In  1416  the  new  high  school  building  was  built.  While  it 
war  be.-.gbu.t  high  schoo.  classes  were  held  in  the  Court 
House,  .n  141?  the  first  classes  were  held  In  the  new 
building  .  and  the  first  four-year  class  was  graduated. 

In  1419  Mr.  Victor  Emery  was  the  principal. 

In  I  420  C  .  J.  Ramsey  was  elected  and  served  for  three 
year*. 

From  142)  io  >641  Mr.  C.  D.  McNeill  was  principal.  Hr 
was  the  first  native  son  10  hold  (hi*  position.  During  his 
term  the  school  increased  in  enrollment  and  It*  service 
to  the  community .  The  gymnasium  addition  to  Ike  building 
was  built  in  1426. 

Mr.  MrNrill  resigned  »n  1441  and  was  succeeded  bv  Mr. 
H.  A.  Yeager. 

In  144?  a  new  building  wa*  constructed.  In  tht*  building 
the  Vo-Ag  Department  and  grad**  seven  led  eight  were 
housed  as  part  of  the  high  school. 

In  14)4  an  addition  to  the  athletic  derating  rooma  wa* 
constructed. 

Since  the  first  pupil*  graduated  la  1417  until  the  last  class 
graduated  this  spring  there  have  been  1464  graduate*. 
Th«s*  g  r  ad  u  a  t  e  *  have  established  themselves  in  the 
community  and  the  state.
